Two bullets in his brain, a bullet 
in his abdomen, a bullet thr ough hit 
cheat, Ed R u n c7?ngs desperately 
to life, declaring he would live to 
“ get even" with the man who is 
believed to have waylaid him in 
d arkn ess to do him to death.

Gateway to Austria Opened By Colossal Latin Victory; Czar’s 
Armies Sweep On to Within Seven Miles of Vital 
Railway Point, Taking 7,400 Prisoners

LONDON, Aug. 9. 
Goritz has fallen. 
The great Austrian stronghold, which for fourteen 
months has blocked the Italian invasion of Austria from the 
west, has been wrested from the Austrians by the victorious 
sweep of the Italians. 
The war office at Rome officially announced the seizure 
of the fortress today, stating that 10,000 Austrians were 
captured. 


Th o news of the Italian attack, which resulted in the greatest allied vic­ 
tory since the Entente offensive began, was received an hour a fte r the receipt 
of official word from Petrograd announcing a s triking Russian victory. 
A dvancing swiftly against the im p o rta n t railw a y city of Stanislau, the 
Russians captured the town of Ty s m ie n ic a in an advance of more than six 
miles in tw enty-four hours. 
A series of minor heights im m ed ia te ly in the vicinity of the town were 
captured, together with 7.400 A ustro-G erm an prisoners. Petrograd announced.
